1 . This office action is in response to the amendment filed on 28 October 2005. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments filed 28 October 2005 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. Applicant argues that the prior art of Tsukui et al. (US 6,557,045) 
fails to teach a storage section configured to store partial e-mail addresses that can be 
the same as one or more of the e-mail address parts of another one of the stored partial 
e-mail addresses. Tsukui teaches that when a predetermined top domain name is 
selected, only the sub-domain name, which is related to the selected top domain name 
is displayed after the top domain name (col. 6, lines 66-67, col. 7, lines 6) (Fig. 8). The 
email address is divided and divisionally stored in the backup RAM 106 (col. 5, lines 44- 
48).
